4 PROCLAMATION, 
Wasmnoron, Sept. 22, 1862, 

I, Abrabam Lincoln, President of the United 
Stotes of America, and Commander-in-Chief of 
the army and navy thereof, do hereby proclaim 
and declare that hereafter, as heretofore, the 
‘war will be prosecuted for the object of practi- 
cally restoring the constitutional relation be- 
tween the United States aud the people thereof 
in which States that relation is, or may be, sue- 
pended or disturbed; that it is my purpose, 
upon the next meeting of Congress, to again 
recommend the adoption of a practical mea- 
eure tendering pecuniary afd to tho free ac- 
ceptance or rejection of all the slave 
States, so-called, the peoplo whereof may 
not then ‘be in rebellion against tbe United 
States, and which States may then havo yolun- 
farily adopted or thereafter may voluntarily 
adopt the immediate or gradual abolishment of 
slavery witbin their respective limits; and that 
the efforts to colonize persons of Afriean 
descent, with their consent, upon the continent 
or elsewhere, with the previously obtained con- 
tent of the governments existing there, will be 
Continued; that on the first day of January, in 
Bie year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and sity-three, all persons held as slaves within 

“any State, or any designated ‘part of a Slate, the 
People whereof shall then be in rebellion against the 
United States, shall be then thenceforward and 
forever free, and tho executive government of 
the United States, including the military and 
real Mretbueltythezeor, wit recognize nnd 
maintain the freedom of such persons, and 
will do no act or acts to repress such 
Persons, or any of them, in any efforts they 
may wake for thelr actual freedom; that 
the Executive will, on the first day of Janu- 
ary aforesaid, by proclamation, designate the 
States and parts of States, if any, in which the 
People thereof respectively eball then be in re- 
bellion against the United States; and the fact 
that any State, orthe people thervof, shall onthat 
day be in good faith represented in the Con- 
Gress of the United States by members chosen 
thereto at elections wherein a majority of the 
qualified voters of euch State shall have par- 
ticipated, sball, in the absence of strong coun- 
tervailing testimony, 


r be deemed conclusive 
evidence that such State and the people thereof 


have not been in rebellion sgainst the United 
Statea, 


That attention is hereby called to an act of 
Congress, entitled “An act to make an additional 
Article of War,” approved March 13, 1862, and 
‘which act is in the words and Sizure followin, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
_tentatices of the United States of America tn Con. 
gress assembicd, That hereafter the following 
aball be promulgated as an additional article of 
war for the government of the Army of the United 
States, oud shall be obeyed and observed as 
ncb:— 

ABricLB.—All officers or persons ja the military 
or naval service of the United States are prohibited 
from employing apy of the forces under their 
Tespective commands for the purpose of returning 
fugitives from service or labor who may have vs- 
¢aped from any persons to whom such service or 
labor is claimed to be due, and any officer who 
shalt be found guilty by o court, martial of vio- 
Jating this article sball be dismissed from the 
kervice, 

Brovion 2.—And bet further enacted, That this 
act aball take effect from and after its passage, 

Also to the ninth and tenth sections of an 
aot entitled “An Act to suppress insurrection, 
to punieh treason and rebellion, to seize and 
confiscate property of rebels, and for other pur- 
poses,”" approved July 17, 1862, and which ses. 
tions are ia the words and Ggure following: — 


Suctiox 9,—And be it further enacted, That all 
slaves of persons who shall hereafter be engaged, 
in rebellion against the government of the United 
States, or who shall in any way give ald or com- 
fort thereto, escaping from such persons and 
taking refuge within the lines of the army, and all 
slaves captured from such persons, or deserted by 
them and coming under the control of the govern- 
ment of the United States, and all alavea of such 
Persons found on (or being within) any place oc- 
cupied by rebel forces and afterwards oecupled by 
the forces of the United States, shall be deemed 
captores of war, and shall be forever free of thelr 
servitude, and not again held as slave 
: Szcriow 10,—Andd be it further enacted, That no 
slave escaping into any Btate, 
District of Columbia, from any Crib Rats ‘all 
be delivered up, or in any way impeded of hin. 
dered of his liberty, except for crime or some of. 
fence agninst the laws, unless the person claiming 
faid fagitive shall frst make oath that the person 
to whom the labor or service of such fogitive ja 
alleged to be due is his lawfal owner, and ba» not 
been in arms against the United States in the pre- 
sent rebellion, nor in any way glven ald and com, 
fort thereto; and no person engaged in tho mill. 


tary or naval service of the United States shall, 
under any pretence whatever, assume to decide on 
the validity of the cliim of any person to the eer- 
vicé or labor of any other person, or surrender up 
any such person to the claimant, on pain of being 
dismissed from the service. 

‘And I do hereby enjoin npon and order all 
persons engaged in the military and naval ser- 
vice of the United States to observe, obey and 
enforce within their respective spheres of sex 
vice the act and sections above recited. 

And the Executive will in due time recom- 
mend that all citizens of the United States who 
ball bave remained loyal thereto throughout 
the rebellion sboll (upon the restoration 
of tbe constitutional relation between 
tire United States and their reapective States 
and people, if the relation ehall have been 
suspended or disturbed) be compensated for 
all losses by acta of the United States, includ- 
ing the loss of slaves. 

In witness whereof Ihaye hereunto set my 
band and caused the seal of the United Slates 


to be affixed.
